Prince Obolensky, who first gave to

How the Ancient Fruit Is Gath- 
< . 


oml and the 
Oil Extracted— 
< > 


Antiquated Methods Still in f 
Vogue. 


(The Queen. London.) 


For many hundreds ot ye?.rs the In- 


habitants of the little town of. Grasse. 
on the slopes ot Rocquivignon, have 
devoted the winter months to gather- 
ing in the olive harvest and to prepar- 
ing the oil which is now renowned the 
world over. 
The trade Is one of the 


most ancient in Europe, and the olive 
growers have a Ions line of gardening 
ancestors behind them, for the olive is 
supposed to have been introduced into 
the south of France from Greece bj 
Phocian traders who landed 
in the 


country and founded Marseilles. 
The 


soil proved admirably suited to its cul- 
ture, and it soon became one of the rec- 
ognized Industries of the country and 
brought a. good trade and considerable 
wealth to the inhabitants of the neigh- 
borhood. 
Though thirty species 


ofive are cultivated at the present tlaj 
in France and Italy, only four 
are 


grown in Provence: and of these 'ml' 
one. the cail'.etier. in the district n 
Grasse. the headquarters of the FrencI 
olive trade. 


Drought Means Ruin. 


Great care is taken of the trees dur- 


ing the spring and summer months 
the ground is well loosened: they an 
frequently and judiciously pruned, anr 
it hns been found that woolen ragv arc 
the best manure. But, in spite of every 
care, the success of the harvest de- 
pends upon tho weather; a good rain- 
fall while the fruit is swelling will in- 
sure a fine crop, but absence of rain 
ind dry winds destroy all chance of 
>ne. 
The harvest lasts many weeks, 


and the gathering of the fruit is car- 
ried on in the same primitive fashion 
ivhich obtained hundreds of years ago. 
The Inhabitants sally forth with long 
joles and beat the trees till all the ripe 
rn-rries arc off: those that are not yet 
matured remain on the houghs till the 
«nrinp. and the oil obtained from them 
Is of a much finer 
quality 
nnd 
is 


rrenter In quantity than from those 
sathercd during the 
winter. 
The 


amount 
of oil contained !n an olive 


lerry differs accordln.tr to the species, 
hut averages 10 to 12 "per cent, on a 
measure of olives, and it is generally 
estimated that 24" litres of good ber- 
ries produce Z\ litres of purest oil. 


Xice is now the chief market 
for 


French olive oil. though Grasso still 
remains tho center of the- olive factory 
listrict of France. In 1001 there were 
more than thirty oil mills in the com- 
mune, and fta-ch produced about 4.000 
kilos of oil a. week. The French olive 
growers are a hard working, economi- 
cal anad thrifty people; they rarely 
•pencl more than twelve cents a day 
on food. living principally on 
bread 


ind vegetables, with goa-t's meat once 
i week for a treat, and they regularly 
flcposlt all they can spare In the sav- 
ings bank. 


The Industry in Italy. 


The olive season In Italy Is as im- 


portant, an Institution as it is In tho 
•outh ot France, and it lasts from No- 
vember till February. Olive trees grow 
nil over the Tuscan plains nnd valleys. 
»nd tho slopes ot the hills are covered 
with olive yards, built one above the 
Dther In stone- banked terraces many 
hundreds of years old. The slender 
branches of the trees bend benea.th the 
weight, of the shining black berries. 
The work of picking them Is tedious 
and laborious, and every man. woman 
ind child Is pressed Into the service. 
The men mount the trees and gather 
the berries from the branches, while 
the women a.nd children pick up those 
that strew the ground. 
The fruit is 


divided Into three qualities, and there 
is an old Tuscan saying which de- 
scribes their condition "L,a prima oliva 
n, oro. la socnnda argento, la tcrza non 
val nienti" ("The first, olive is golden, 
the second silver and 
the- 
third 
is 


worthless" )- 


As soon as enough berries have been 


gathered the peasants take, them home, 
place them In a. stone basin containing 
n.n old-fashioned millstone, such as has 
been In use tor centuries, when they 
are reducer! to a thick. rla.rk green 
pulp. This pulp Is shoveled into ba.s- 
kets with a hole In the middle, anrl 
piled one above the other in a press 
which is well worked till the oil is ex- 
tracted. The Italian olives contain a 
third of oil to two-thirds water. 
The 


oil Is carefully skimmed oft the top 
with a. tin scoop, passed through a 
funnel Into a. clean wooden barrel, anr 
finally placed in terra, cotta 
vase; 


glazed inside and stored for household 
use or lor sale. This oil is the "golden 
ill" of the Tuscan proverb. An infer- 
ior quality is obtained by passing the 
pulp through the press a secpnd time: 
end the refuse, a dry, gritty and nearly 
black mass. Is quite worthless a.nd is 
sold at the rate of six or eight cents 
for'fifty pounds weight for 
making 


cheap soap. 


Guard Against Frost. 


Great; care is taken ot the oil during 


the winter months. 
The temperatun 


of the storeroom Is kept as equal as 
possible, and in very cold weather ; 
brazier is" lighted to prevent it from 
freezing, for when once 
the 
fros 


touches it its appearance is ruined; i 
becomes thick a.nd opaque and lose: 
its beautiful golden limpid appearance 
and, 
though its flavor and quality an 


not diminished, its value as an artiel 
of C9mmerce has considerably depreci 
a ted. _ 


The Italian government is 
taklni 


steps to introduce modern improve 
ments Into the olive oil industry, fo 
i-firinr and antiquated methods, whlc 
lii.vc been in vogue for centuries, ar 
still in use among the peasantry. Ther 
are thirty schools of Agriculture, v/hic 
r.re maintained at the public expense 
and at these schools specla.1 classes ar 
rievoted to the olive oil industry, wher 
the latest inventions and improvement 
are taught to the. people, with 
th 


hope that, they will In time consider 
Bhly increase the already large output 
from the olive yards, of Italy.

tender to the .French throne. 


It wanted only half an hour of mid- 


night when the royal party 
reached 


this home of fallen ambitions. Eve- 
sham had gone to bed, and only : 
. group of yokels was at the station' t 
raise a fr.lnt-hearted cheer. 


The loneliness of the scene was In 


pathetic harmony with the 'royal trag 
cdy. 


Dom Manuel and Queen Amelie trav- 
led from Gibraltar to England In the 
British royal yacht Victoria and Al- 


ert, lent them by King George. 
They 


eached Plymouth at half past 5 o'clock 
h the afternoon after a good and un- 
iventful voyage. As the yacht steamed 
6 the sound she was saluted by the 
White Star liner Majestic, which had 
ust arrived in Cawsand bay. There 
were no flags flying on the royal yacht, 
but she hoisted one specially and 
dipped it to return the liner's salute. 


Darkness was gathering when the 


Victoria and Albert, lit up from stem 
to stern with electric lights, dropped 
anchor in the sound. No royal salutes 
flashed out, and the guns of the forts 
and warships at anchor were impres- 
sively silent.

gathered by the museum itself repre- 
sent five hundred falls, while the two 
thousand pieces of the Ward-Coonlsy 
collection, which have been Indefi- 
nitely lent to the institution, represent 
approximately seven hundred and fifty 
masses which fell from the sky. 


Professor Edmund (.His Hovcy. the 


curator of 
this remarkable display, 


has brought out of storage many frag- 
ments which hud been in process of 
classification, and now the museum is 
able to present a. combination of world 
beaters. Some of them came hurling 
down against this 
planet with such 


force that they were buried deep in 
loam and sand and had to be dug out. 
at the cost of days of patient toil. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the display an- tho well polished 
bits and slices of meteoric iron and al-
